House tentatively okays revised death penalty 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - If even 
one life can be saved by reinstitution of the 
death penalty in Missouri, then the state 
owes society that much, according to 
supporters of a revised state death penalty. 
But opponents to revision of the state’s 
death penalty law to meet U.S. Supreme 
Court guidelines used a similar argument in 
claiming that if one innocent person is 
executed then the law is uncivilized. 
The small band of critics to revision of the 
state’s 
1975 
law 
were 
unsuccessful, 
however, as the Missouri House over­ 
whelmingly gave tentative approval to a 
revised death penalty Monday. 
“Our concern should not be for that in­ 


dividual who has been given due process of 
law,” said sponsor Bob Griffin, DCameron. 
“Our concern should be with the innocent 
victim of premeditated murder.’ ’ 
The Senate meanwhile, began what is 
expected to be a comparatively speedy 
debate on revision of the state’s massive 
criminal code, but took no final action on the 
328-page bill. 
Under 
the proposed death penalty 
revision, the 1975 law requiring mandatory 
death for anyone convicted of premeditated 
murder would be repealed. It would be 
replaced with a plan under which juries and 
judges would have some discretion within 
certain guidelines on whether to impose the 


death penalty for premeditated murder. 
“The recent Supreme Court decision at 
least through innuendo declared our capital 
punishment law unconstitutional,” Griffin 
said. The federal high court last July ruled 
mandatory death penalty laws similar to 
Missouri’s unconstitutional. 
Since then several state courts have 
issued the same ruling on Missouri’s law 
and those cases are now pending before the 
state Suprem e Court. While the bill was 
initially approved on a voice vote, the House 
rejected an attempt to abolish the death 
penalty 31-117. 
The revision proposal sets up a dual 
hearing system. The first hearing would 


result in a decison on the guilt or innocence 
of the defendant and the second on whether 
a guilty defendant should be executed in the 
gas chamber or sentenced to mandatory life 
in prison with no probation or parole for at 
least 50 years, Hie state Supreme Court 
would automatically review any death sen­ 
tences. 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale, while not 
mentioning revision of the death penalty in 
his legislative message, has said he sup­ 
ports enactment of a constitutional death 
penalty law in Missouri. 
Rep. Fred Williams, D+St. Louis, led the 
small group of death penalty opponents, 
first offering a proposal to permit live 


televison coverage and then trying to 
completely eliminate the death penalty 
from state law. Both efforts were un­ 
successful. 
“We talk about premeditated murder,” 
Williams said, “but I can think of nothing 
that is more premeditated than a legislative 
body or another group getting together to 
decide how another person is to die....In a 
civilized society, we should not be talking 
about taking anyone's life. Something 
cannot be politically right that is morally 
wrong.” 
The sponsor of the criminal code revison 
Sen. George Murray, R+Creve Coeur, 
voiced confidence that the massive meas­ 


ure could be dispatched in short order from 
the Senate to the House. The bill has taken 
up considerable time of both chambers in 
the past two years without gaining passage. 
Murray said the lull represented an at­ 
tempt to simplify the state’s criminal law, 
and delete those sections now obsolete. 
The code was last updated in 1835. 
As an example, Murray pointed to the old 
law regarding the fraudulent use of credit 
cards, which encompasses 33 lines in 
present statutes. Under the proposed bill, it 
would be reduced to only 11 lines. 
About 119 pages of the 328-page bill 
represents those parts of the present 
statutes being deleted, Murray said. 
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Amin lifts departure 
ban on Americans 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - A 25-year-old 
New Jersey tourist walked into Kenya 
today, apparently the first American to 
leave neighboring Uganda since President 
Idi Amin lifted his five-day ban and allowed 
U.S. citizens to depart. 
“I have been in Uganda before, love the 
people very much and had a fine time,” said 
Robert Skinn, of Spring Lake Heights, N.J. 
“I was a happy man when I stepped across 
the border into Kenya this morning. ” 
Most of the estimated 240 Americans in 
Uganda are missionaries working in 
outlying areas and there was no immediate 
indication of any mass departure. 
Amin lifted the ban after postponing for a 
second time a meeting to which he had sum­ 


moned all U.S. citizens living in his East 
African country. 
Amin said Americans in Uganda “are 
now free to go anywhere they wish, such as 
going for holidays or going about their 
normal business, be it inside or outside 
Uganda,” Radio Uganda reported. 
Amin forbade the estimated 240 
Americans in Uganda from leaving the 
country last Friday and ordered them to 
meet with him on Monday at the inter­ 
national conference center in Kampala, his 
capital. 
During the weekend the meeting was 
moved to the Entebbe airport, 19 miles from 
Kampala, and postponed until Wednesday. 
And on Monday Radio Uganda announced 


the meeting had been put off indefinitely, 
with a new date to be announced later. 


Ugandan sources in Kampala, reached by 
telephone, said Amin “is keen to improve 
good relations with the United States.” 
They said the delay would give the two 
countries “a chance to resolve their current 
difficulties.” 
Several Arab and African governments, 
including those of Zaire and Saudi Arabia, 
were reported to have urged Amin to 
postpone the meeting. It was believed the 
U.S. government asked them to intercede. 
The State Department canceled plans to 
send diplomatic troubleshooter Talcott 
Seelye to Uganda.

Young Busch, the youngest son of August A. Busch Jr., board 
chairman of AnheuserBusch, said the shooting was accidental 
and later pleaded guilty to manslaughter. 
The suspended sentence and probation was handed down 
Monday by St. Louis County Circuit Judge Harry J. Stussie. 
A special provision in Busch’s probation stipulates that he must 
not be permitted to handle firearms during the five-year period. 


Man wants son to die

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Tips for finding right tea 
to beat high coffee prices 


Building 75 degrees 
inside without heater 


By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
Consumers turning to tea to 
beat the high cost of coffee 
may find themselves in a quan­ 
dary over which brew to buy. 
Bags or leaves? Black or 
green? Instant or regular? Per­ 
fumed or plain? 
John Anderson, executive di­ 
rector of the Tea Council of the 
United States of America, noted 
that tea is grown in 29 coun­ 
tries and said there are more 
than 3,000 varieties. Most teas 
sold in the United States are 
blends. 
The flavor depends on the 
type of soil in which the bush 
was grown, the time of the 
year the leaves were lacked 
and the amount of sun and 
rain. Asked for a simple ex­ 
planation of the difference in 
flavors, Anderson said: “I wish 
I knew. There’s a whole vocab­ 
ulary that tea tasters use.” 
There are three basic kinds 
of tea: green, oolong and black. 
All come from the same kind of 
bush, Anderson explained. The 
difference is in the length of 
time the leaves are allowed to 
ferment in humid air. Green 
tea — the kind you generally 
get in Chinese restaurants — is 
not fermented at all and is gen­ 
erally light in color and flavor; 
oolong is partly fermented, and 
black tea, which accounts for 
96 per cent of the tea consumed 
in the United States, is fully 
fermented 
and 
stronger 
in 
taste. 
Richard Cooper, assistant di­ 
rector of tea buying and blend 
quality control for Thomas J. 
Lipton, Inc., offered some ad­ 
vice for coffee drinkers who 
want to switch: “If they’re 
used to coffee, they’re going to 
want 
something 
that 
gives 
them a pretty substantial brew. 
Therefore, they would be mis­ 
taken to go for a low-priced 
cheap tea because they’re not 
going to get anything like the 
sort of flavor they’re used to.” 
If you want something unusu­ 


al, you can experiment with the 
specialty blends. Among the 
best and most expensive is 
Darjeeling tea from northeast 
India which has an intense, dis­ 
tinct flavor. Jasmine tea is 
created by mixing jasmine 
blossoms with the tea leaves 
during processing. 
Don’t be confused by the 
terms “orange pekoe” or “bro­ 
ken orange pekoe” on the label 
of a box of tea. The words have 
nothing to do with the variety 
of tea; they refer to size and 
grade of the leaf. “Orange 
pekoe” 
indicates 
that 
the 
leaves are mostly whole and 
are mixed with a high propor­ 
tion of flavorful buds. “Broken 
orange 
pekoe” 
means 
the 
leaves have been broken into 
fairly large pieces. 
The larger leaves are gener­ 
ally considered the best quality, 
although one tea expert — who 
declined to be quoted by name 
— said the rule doesn't hold 
true for all varieties of tea. 
Once you’ve decided what 
kind of tea to buy, you will 
have to choose between loose 
leaves and bags. Long-time tea 
drinkers argue in favor of 
leaves, saying the flavor is bet­ 
ter and fresher. 
Cooper disagrees. He said the 


leaves in the tea bag generally 
are smaller than those in loose 
tea, but added: “The quality is 
the same. You will receive a 
very similar taste.” He also 
said the smaller leaves inft’se 
or brew faster. 
“ It’s largely tradition to ac­ 
cept leaves,” said Cooper, not­ 
ing that it took “years and 
years” for tea bags to gain a 
foothold in England. 


No matter which tea you se­ 
lect, you should brew it in a 
pot. Anderson and Cooper ex­ 
plained that the water tempera­ 
ture decreases much faster in 
an open cup than in a closed 
pot. If you want only one cup, 
put the saucer over the cup 
while the tea is steepingf three 
minutes and a maximum of 
five. After five minutes, the tea 
will take on a bitter taste. 


Use one level teaspoon of 
leaves or one bag for a five or 
six-ounce cup of tea. Cooper 
said you should not try to get 
more than one cup out of a 
single bag. 
If you are in a hurry, you 
might want to try instant tea, 
which accounts for more than 
40 per cent of U.S. tea sales. 
Anderson said instant tea — 
created 
by evaporating the

There also is something solid 
and comforting, if not ironic, 
about

century-old 
stove 
foundry, using methods and 
patterns unchanged over the 
years, struggling to keep up 
with demand for a product con­ 
sidered obsolete two decades 
ago. 
When it comes to cast iron 
wood stoves, John Pozerycki is 
an incurable romantic. The 
bustle rattling the old hand- 
hewn rafters at the Portland 
Stove Foundry was not really 
what he expected when he took 
over the company two years 
ago. 
“I was just looking for some 
place to go in Maine," he said. 
“I was 60. The children were 
grown and married, and I had 
had enough of traveling all 
over the place as a consulting 
engineer.

The foundry turns out Frank­

from molds made from honest 
sand shipped 
from Albany, 
N.Y., just as the original Law­ 
rence fashioned them 100 years 
ago. 
And somewhere in a woebe­ 
gone shed, the pattern room, a 
room kept locked, are the 150 
patterns for the foundry’s origi­ 
nal pride and joy, the Queen 
Atlantic range. 
In 1909, by company records, 
the Queen fetched $65, five 
down and a dollar a week. To­ 
day it will go for something 
over $1,200.

broomcorn (fibers). The more 
automated Libman Broom Co. 
produces about 15,000 a day, 
most of them with machine- 
made polypropylene brushes. 
In the early 1900s, virtually 
all the world’s broomcorn was 
grown on Areola area farms. 
But increasing costs of labor 
needed to hand harvest the 
crops forced many farmers to 
switch to other crops. 
The factories remained, how­ 
ever, and now 95 per cent of 
their broomcorn comes from 
Mexico. 
Louis Turner, manager of 
Warren 
Bros., 
says broom 
making is an art that takes 
more than a year to master. 
“An experienced broom mak­ 
er will earn from $190 to $225 a 
week,” he says. “They can 
make a broom in 1VS* to 2 min­ 
utes.” 
Turner, 28, started at the bot­ 
tom of the profession. His par­ 
ents had worked in broom mak­ 
ing and he began at the age of 
16. 
“That broomcorn dust just 
got in my blood,” he said. “I 
started as a floor worker sort­ 
ing broomcorn and scraping 
brooms. Eventually, I became 
a broom maker and then man­ 
ager. I can work well with the 
employes. If they have gripes I 
understand because I’ve been 
there, too.” 
The Libman firm, operated 
by brothers Robert and William 
Libman, has been a family in­ 
stitution since 1896. It was 
founded in Chicago, moved to 
Tuscola in the early 1930s and 
to Areola in 1956. The Libmans 
claim the company is the larg­ 
est broom manufacturer in the 
world. 
The plant is housed in an old 
grade school. The gymnasium 
is used for broom production 
while the classrooms serve as a 
warehouse. Five building have 
been added since the firm 
moved to the school. 
Robert 
Libman 
said 
his 
brooms are marketed through­ 
out the United States under the 
family name or as chain 
brands. He said the firm added 
the plastic line of brooms six 
years ago because of the in­ 
creasing price of broomcorn.

BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) - 
When it’s 25 degrees outside, 
it’s 75 degrees inside — no 
heater needed. 
“If we followed President 
Carter’s request for a 65-degree 
reading we would use more 
energy because we would have 
to kick on the air conditioning 
system,” said Julian Darden, 
one of the designers of the 
energy-efficient building at the 
Exxon Chemical Co. here. 
The four-story, brick and con- 
crete-block structure was a 
product of the 1973 energy 
crunch — designed to stop was­ 
ting gas and electricity. 
To passers-by, it looks about 
like any other building, except 
for the lade of windows. But in­ 
side 300 employes work in 
shirtsleeves, warmed by'a com­ 
bination of body heat and or­ 
dinary flourescent lighting. 
The secret is insulation and 
lack of glass. It’s a technique 
used supplementally in many 
office buildings around the 
country these days, but the Ex­ 
xon building is one of the first 
specially designed to get most 
of its heat from people and 
lights. 
Darden, a project engineer 
for Exxon, said the budding is 
constructed of conventional ma­ 
terials at a cost no higher than 
an ordinary building with win­ 
dows. 
The only windows in the Ex­ 
xon building are two tall, nar­ 
row, four-story openings, near 
coffee urns and soft drink ma­ 
chines. 
“We have them mostly for 
psychological reasons," said 
Darden. “Employes like to see 
a few birds now and then.” 


The lights are directly over 
desks, so there is no waste in 
illuminating dark corridors and 
corners. 
"We do have a standby heat­ 
ing system in case the tem­ 
perature falls below 20 degrees 
outside,” Darden said. “Steam 
coils are located in the ceilings. 
They kicked on about two or 
three times during January. 
“We have an air-conditioning 
system, but when the tempera­ 
ture gets too cool, the air flow 
stops temporarily. Many con­ 
ventional systems have a con­ 
stant flow of air, and when the 
temperature is too cool, the air 
is heated to bring the tempera­ 
ture back to the desired read­ 
ing. It’s a waste of energy.” 
Exxon officials say the design 
would work in other parts of 
the county where winters are 
more severe, but it would take 
more steam. In Louisiana’s cli­ 
mate, it cut the energy con­ 
sumption in half, Darden said. 
How does it work? 
Vents are located around 
flourescent lights in the ceiling 
and as the fresh air cranes in, 
the light warms it. Body heat 
also helps. If the weather gets 
too cold outside, the vents slow 
the flow. 
Here 
is 
the 
construction 
makeup from the inside out: 
Sheetrock walls, hollow con­ 
crete blocks, a layer of glue 
serving as a moisture shield, 
and finally, the outside brick 
wall. The roof is flat, of asphalt 
and gravel. 
Why aren’t more buddings 
built this way? 
“Who knows?” Darden said. 
“Maybe they’re hung up on 
having a lot of windows?”

Hauling snow to thirsty 
West rated unfeasible 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - If 
you think snow from the East 
might 
solve 
the 
California 
drought — well, forget it. 
In case you were wondering 
— and apparently lot of you are 
— it would take 182 million car­ 
loads of water or tightly packed 
snow to make up for drought- 
stricken 
California's 
water 
shortage, which now stands at 
a staggering 2.3 trillion gallons. 
If that 182 million-car train 
were linked together and if it 
were traveling 50 miles per 
hour, it would take the train 
nearly four years to pass any 
single spot on the rail line. 
That’s the word from the 
state Department of Water Re­ 
sources, which has been receiv­ 
ing numerous phone calls and 
letters suggesting snow from 
outside the state could solve the 
drought problem. 
Don Engdahl, a department 
planner, says that the number 
of railroad cars needed to move 
the snow is only part of the 


problem. Here are a few other 
obstacles he mentions. 
—If the snow were being 
hauled 2,000 miles, for ex­ 
ample, it would require 77 bil­ 
lion gallons of fuel oil to move 
the cars to California. 
—The tab for train trans­ 
portation would be $437 billion, 
based 
on 
average 
railroad 
costs, and truck transportation 
would cost about four times 
that much, 
—If all the existing tank and 
open traih cars in the country 
were put to the job of moving 
this snow, it would mean each 
of them would have to make 
500 roundtrip6 to deliver the 
water. 
Engdahl added: “ In the right 
circumstances, involving short 
distances and crucial needs, 
this 
kind 
of 
transportation 
might be feasible. But given 
the magnitude of the California 
problems and the distance in­ 
volved, it would be a stagger­ 
ing problem.”

Greene urges everyone to 
bedome familiar with the terms 
“tornado watch” and “tornado 
warning”.

tornado watch 
means that atmospheric con­ 
ditions are such that a tornado 
could develop. When you hear a 
tornado watch on the radio or 
television, Greene says, you 
may continue with what you are 
doing, but keepan eye on the sky 
for approaching storms, and 
listen 
carefully 
for 
further 
weather information. 


When a tornado warning is 
disseminated, it means that a 
tornado has been sighted on 
radar or by a qualified observer 
and that appropriate protective 
action should be taken im­ 
mediately. When you hear a 
tornado warning, you may have 
only seconds to act, Greene 


says. 
According to Greene, the old 
fashioned storm cellar is the 
best shelter from a tornado. A 
basement makes a good shelter. 
If no basement is available, he 
says, a small room such as a 
bathroom or closet can be used 
as a shelter. 
If you are caught outside, 
crouch in a ditch or other low 
(dace. Don’t take shelter under a 
tree. Trees attract lightning and 
lightning 
kills 
more 
people 
every 
year 
than 
tornadoes. 
Greene says, never try to ride a 
tornado out in your car. Tor­ 
nadoes can tumble cars and 
trucks about like toys. 
Greene says Civil Defense and 
the National Weather Service 
will conduct a state-wide tor­ 
nado warning test on March 9, at 
10:15 A.M. He urges all citizens 
to participate in the test by 
going 
to 
a predetermined 
shelter. 
“Time yourself as you go to 
shelter,” he says, “so that you 
will know how much time you 
would need to get to safety in a 
real emergency”.

formation on tornado safety,” 
Greene says, “If you need it, 
just get in touch with the Civil 
Defense Office”.

The bespectacled Lesterville Bearcat tingle ■ handedly pulled his 
team from behind to an 86-84 win over the Pirates and earned them a 
berth in the quarterfinals at Flat River Wednesday night.

NEW YORK (AP) — Anyone 
who has ever been denied a 
mortgage loan — from the city 
dweller to the farmer — has a 
powerful new way to check 
whether the bank turned the 
loan down unfairly. 
For years banks have been 
accused of redlining — denying 
mortgages in declining neigh­ 
borhoods, thus hastening the 
area’s decay. 
Under the federal Home Loan 
Mortgage Disclosure Act, banks 
are compelled to disclose where 
their mortgage money is going. 
The first disclosure reports 
had to be made public last 
Sept. 30, Local activist groups 
that fought for the law now re­ 
port some successes but also 
some problems in using the 
new data. 
The New Jersey Citizen Ac­ 
tion Alliance, for instance, is 
gathering information from 100 
banks in Newark, Jersey City, 
Paterson and Elizabeth. The 
group believes it will be able to 
document how much money is 
being invested by local banks 
outside the areas where their 
depositors live. 
The National Center for Ur­ 
ban Ethnic Affairs in Washing­ 
ton and the Chicago-based Na­ 
tional Training and Information 
Center are assisting scores of 
neighborhood groups across the 
country in deciphering the in­ 
formation and taking organized 
action. 


The Chicago group estimates 
that at least 50 groups in cities, 
suburbs and a few rural areas 
are trying to use die new lend­ 
ing data. 
In Cleveland, the Buckeye- 
Woodlawn Community Congress 
is using the lending data to 
press banks to advertise their 
willingness to make loans in de­ 
clining parts of the city. The 
State Savings and Loan Associ­ 
ation has already agreed to do 
so. 
The federal disclosure law is 
helping neighborhoods in Phila­ 
delphia persuade banks to reha­ 
bilitate housing. In Salt Lake 
City, local groups are using the 
new information to press for an 
antiredlining ordinance. 
Using the mortgage data, lo­ 
cal groups in Waterloo, Iowa, 
won a $3 million mortgage pool 
from local banks, as well as a 
mortgage review board that 
hears cases of persons who feel 
they were unfairly denied mort­ 
gage loans. 
“What the law did in effect 
was to give groups the tool to 
prevent banks from saying, 
‘No, we don’t do that (red- 
line),’” says Gale Cincotta of 
the National Training and In­ 
formation Center. 
But local groups complain it 
can take considerable expertise 
to understand the lending data. 
For instance, a typical bank 
disclosure will only show gross 
totals of how many mortgages

The suit alleges that the 
Jones firm hired retired teach­ 
ers and school administrators 
as agents and used them to fun­ 
nel “valuable gifts of items or 
entertainmenf’to school em­ 
ployes and board members.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Day­ 
light Saving Time doesn’t start 
until late April this year, but 
Congress is already trying to 
fiddle around with it again. 
Six bills have been introduced 
in the House to alter the cur­ 
rent system of sue months of 
Daylight Saving Time. One 
would make it a permanent, 
year-round 
fixture, 
another 
would cut it to three months. 
Benjamin Franklin is credit­ 
ed with first proposing Daylight 
Saving Time 190 years ago to 
save candles. It first started in 
this century to save energy 
during wartime. 
Daylight time starts on April 
24 and runs until Oct. 30 this 
year. 
The extra hour of daylight in 
the evening — stolen from the 
early morning hours — has

One bill being offered to Con­ 
gress this year would start 
Daylight Saving Time on the 
last Sunday in February and 
extend it to the first Sunday 
after the first Monday in No­ 
vember.

Day, a three-month period. 
Rep. Carlos Moorhead, R-Ca- 
lif., wants eight months of day­ 
light time, rom the last Sunday 
in February to the last Sunday 
in October. 
Two Democrats, Reps. Jerry 
M. Patterson and Mark W. 
Hannaford, want to make day­ 
light saving permanent. They 
are from southern California, 
where the extra daylight would 
benefit the recreation industry.

Nuclear-industrial secret 
passing arrests reported 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sev­ 
eral Indian officials suspected 
of passing nuclear and industri­ 
al secrets to foreigners are un­ 
der arrest in their own country, 
and (me source says Americans 
may be involved. 
U.S. embassy officers in New 
Delhi and State Department of­ 
ficials here declined all com­ 
ment, citing President Carter’s 
statement last week that the 
administration will not discuss 
live security issues. 
Foreigners involved in the 
case were not identified, but 
one Indian source said, "Prob­ 
ably they are Americans.” 
The Indian officials were ar­ 
rested in early February and 
have been undergoing weeks of 
intensive interrogation, sources 
say. There was no official an­ 
nouncement from the New Del­ 
hi government about the ar­ 
rests. 
First sketchy accounts about 
the discovery of an espionage 
network were confirmed Mon­ 
day when India’s national news 
agency, 
Samachar, reported 
the arrests of some senior civil 
servants. The news agency in­ 
dicated the officials were being 
held for passing economic in­ 
telligence to foreigners. 
One newspaper, the Indian 
Express, reported that two for­ 
eigners — presumably diplo­ 
matic spies — had been ex­ 
pelled from India as a result of 
what the paper said was "one 
of the biggest ever espionage 
cases" to hit the country. 
The Indian government did 
not identify the two who were 
expelled and U.S. officials re­ 
fused comment when asked if 
they were Americans. 
Those arrested by the Indian 
Intelligence Bureau were said 
to include a senior assistant to 
Foreign Minister Y. B. Chavan, 
who had access to top-secret 
documents; one senior and two 
lower-ranking members of the 
State Planning Commission, 
and other personnel familiar 
with Indian industrial, econom­ 


ic and state planning programs. 
The Indian sources said they 
knew some of the subjects by 
name but declined to identify 
them because, as far as the 
sources knew, no charges have 
yet been lodged against them. 
There is no dear-cut evi­ 
dence from information avail­ 
able here that the espionage 
system under investigation con­ 
cerns only nuclear matters. 
And Indian newspapers are 


suggesting that the spying oper­ 
ation had to do mainly with the 
country’s iron and steel in­ 
dustry. 


But knowledgeable experts 
here cast doubt on that, noting 
that no major foreign power 
needs to know much about In­ 
dia’s potential in the iron and 
steel industry, while its nuclear 
technology is the subject of a 
great deal of interest.

agreements to be decided by 
the President.

the President for final decision. 


"In order to further coordina­ 
tion and cooperation between 
the secretary of energy and the 
secretary of interior, a leasing 
liaison committee is established 
within the Energy Depart­ 
ment,” the spokesman said. 


"The committee will be re­ 
sponsible for keeping the ener­ 
gy secretary fully informed at 
all stages of the leasing proc­ 
ess, and will serve as the ve­ 
hicle for the secretary of ener­ 
gy’s recommendations to the 
Interior Department on matters 
relating to leasing.” 


According to congressional 
sources, this split responsibility 
represents a major compromise 
aimed at appeasing environ­ 
mentalists in Congress who had 
vowed to fight any plan that 
stripped Interior of its leasing 
responsibilities.

House tentatively okays revised death penalty 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. <AP) - If even 
one life can be saved by reinstitution of the 
death penalty in Missouri, then the state 
owes society that much, according to 
supporters of a revised state death penalty. 
But opponents to revision of the state’s 
death penalty law to meet U.S. Supreme 
Court guidelines used a similar argument in 
claiming that if one innocent person is 
executed then the law is uncivilized 
The small band of critics to revision of the 
state’s 
1975 
law 
were 
unsuccessful, 
however, as the Missouri House over­ 
whelmingly gave tentative approval to a 
revised death penalty Monday 
‘‘Our concern should not be for that in­ 


dividual who has been given due process of 
law," said sponsor Bob Griffin, DCameron. 
“Our concern should be with the innocent 
victim of premeditated murder." 
The Senate meanwhile, began what is 
expected to be a comparatively speedy 
debate on revision of the state’s massive 
criminal code, but took no final action on the 
328-page bill. 
Under 
the 
proposed 
death 
penalty 
revision, the 1975 law requiring mandatory 
death for anyone convicted of premeditated 
murder would be repealed. It would be 
replaced with a plan under which juries and 
judges would have some discretion within 
certain guidelines on whether to impo.se the 


death penalty for premeditated murder. 
"The recent Supreme Court decision at 
least through innuendo declared our capital 
punishment law unconstitutional,” Griffin 
said. The federal high court last July ruled 
mandatory death penalty laws similar to 
Missouri’s unconstitutional 
Since then several state courts have 
issued the same ruling on Missouri’s law 
and those cases are now pending before the 
state Supreme Court. While the bill was 
initially approved on a voice vote, the House 
rejected an attempt to abolish the death 
penalty 31-117. 
The revision proposal sets up a dual 
hearing system. The first hearing would 


result in a decison on the guilt or innocence 
of the defendant and the second on whether 
a guilty defendant should be executed in the 
gas chamber or sentenced to mandatory life 
in prison with no probation or parole for at 
least 50 years The state Supreme Court 
would automatically review any death sen­ 
tences. 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale, while not 
mentioning revision of the death penalty in 
his legislative message, has said he sup­ 
ports enactment of a constitutional death 
penalty law in Missouri. 
Rep. Fred Williams, D+St. Louis, led the 
small group of death penalty opponents, 
first offering a proposal to permit live 


televison coverage and then trying to 
completely eliminate the death penalty 
from state law 
Both efforts were un­ 
successful. 
"We talk about premeditated murder," 
Williams said, "but I can think of nothing 
that is more premeditated than a legislative 
body or another group getting together to 
decide how another person is to die....In a 
civilized society, we should not be talking 
about taking anyone's life. Something 
cannot be politically right that is morally 
wrong." 
The sponsor of the criminal code revison 
Sen. George Murray, R+Creve Coeur, 
voiced confidence that the massive meas­ 


ure could be dispatched in short order from 
the Senate to the House The bill has taken 
up considerable time of both chambers in 
the past two years without gaining passage. 
Murray said the bill represented an at­ 
tempt to simplify the state’s criminal law, 
and delete those sections now obsolete. 
The code was last updated in 1835. 
As an example, Murray pointed to the old 
law regarding the fraudulent use of credit 
cards, which encompasses 33 lines in 
present statutes. Under the proposed bill, it 
would be reduced to only 11 lines. 
About 119 pages of the 328-page bill 
represents those parts of the present 
statutes being deleted, Murray said. 
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Amin lifts departure 
ban on Americans 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — A 25-year-old 
New Jersey tourist walked into Kenya 
today, apparently the first American to 
leave neighboring Uganda since President 
Idi Amin lifted his five-day ban and allowed 
U S citizens to depart. 
"I have been in Uganda before, love the 
people very much and had a fine time," said 
Robert Skinn, of Spring Lake Heights, N.J. 
"I was a happy man when 1 stepped across 
the border into Kenya this morning ’’ 
Most of the estimated 240 Americans in

are 
missionaries

in 
outlying areas and there was no immediate 
indication of any mass departure 
Amin lifted the ban after postponing for a 
second time a meeting to which he had sum- 


mor-'d all U.S. citizens living in his East 
African country. 
Amin said Americans in Uganda "are 
now free to go anywhere they wish, such as 
going for holidays or going about their 
normal business, be it inside or outside 
Uganda," Radio Uganda reported 
Amin 
forbade 
the 
estim ated 
240 
Americans in Uganda from leaving the 
country last Friday and ordered them to 
meet with him on Monday at the inter­ 
national conference center in Kampala, his 
capital 
During the weekend the meeting was 
moved to the Entebbe airport, 19 miles from 
Kampala, and postponed until Wednesday. 
And on Monday Radio Uganda announced 


the meeting had been put off indefinitely, 
with a new date to be announced later. 


Ugandan sources in Kampala, reached by 
telephone, said Amin “is keen to improve

Building 75 degrees 
inside without heater

Consumers turning to tea to 
beat the high cost of coffee 
may find them selves in a quan­ 
dary over which brew to buy. 
Bags or leaves0 
Black or 
green0 Instant or regular? Per­ 
fumed or plain? 
John Anderson, executive di­ 
rector of the Tea Council of the 
United States of America, noted 
that tea is grown in 29 coun­ 
tries and said there are more 
than 3,000 varieties. Most teas 
sold in the United States are 
blends 
The flavor depends on the 
type of soil in which the bush 
was grown, 
the time of the 
year the leaves were picked 
and the amount of sun and 
rain 
Asked for a sim ple ex­ 
planation of the difference in 
flavors, Anderson said: “ I wish 
I knew There’s a whole vocab­ 
ulary that tea tasters use." 
There are three basic kinds 
of tea: green, oolong and black 
All come from the sam e kind of 
bush, Anderson explained. The 
difference is in the length of 
tim e the leaves are allowed to 
ferment in humid air. Green 
tea — the kind you generally 
get in Chinese restaurants — is 
not fermented at all and is gen­ 
erally light in color and flavor; 
oolong is partly fermented, and 
black tea, which accounts for 
% per cent of the tea consumed 
in the United States, is fully 
fermented 
and 
stronger 
in 
taste. 
Richard Cooper, assistant di­ 
rector of tea buying and blend 
quality control for Thomas J. 
Lipton. Inc., offered som e ad- 
\ ice for coffee drinkers who 
want 
to switch: 
“ If they're 
used to coffee, they're going to 
want 
something 
that 
gives 
them a pretty substantial brew. 
Therefore, they would be m is­ 
taken to go for a low-priced 
cheap tea because they're not 
going to get anything like the 
sort of flavor they're used to." 
If you want something unusu­ 


al, you can experiment with the 
specialty 
blends 
Among the 
best 
and 
most expensive is 
Darjeeling tea from northeast 
India which has an intense, dis­ 
tinct flavor 
Jasm ine tea 
is 
created 
by 
mixing 
jasmine 
blossoms with the tea leaves 
during processing. 
Don’t 
be 
confused 
by the 
terms "orange pekoe" or “bro­ 
ken orange pekoe" on the label 
of a box of tea. The words have 
nothing to do with the variety 
of tea; they refer to size and 
grade 
of 
the 
leaf. 
"Orange 
pekoe” 
indicates 
that 
the 
leaves are mostly whole and 
are mixed with a high propor­ 
tion of flavorful buds. "Broken 
orange 
pekoe" 
means 
the 
leaves have been broken into 
fairly large pieces. 
The larger leaves are gener­ 
ally considered the best quality, 
although one tea expert — who 
declined to be quoted by name 
— said the rule doesn't hold 
true for all varieties of tea 
Once you've decided what 
kind of tea to buy, you will 
have to choose between loose 
leaves and bags. Long-time tea 
drinkers 
argue 
in 
favor 
of 
leaves, saying the flavor is bet­ 
ter and fresher 
Cooper disagrees He said the 


leaves in the tea bag generally 
are sm aller than those in loose 
tea, but added . "The quality is 
the sam e. You will receive a 
very sim ilar taste.” He also 
said the sm aller leaves inf”se 
or brew faster 
"It's largely tradition to ac­ 
cept leaves.” said Cooper, not­ 
ing that it took “years and 
years" for tea bags to gain a 
foothold in England. 


No matter which tea you se­ 
lect, you should brew it in a 
pot 
Anderson and Cooper ex­ 
plained that the water tempera­ 
ture decreases much faster in 
an open cup than in a closed 
pot If you want only one cup, 
put the saucer over the cup 
while the tea is steepingf three 
minutes and a maximum of 
five. After five minutes, the tea 
will take on a bitter taste. 


Use one level teaspoon of 
leaves or one bag for a five or 
six-ounce cup of tea 
Cooper 
said you should not try to get 
more than one cup out of a 
single bag 
If you are in a hurry, you 
might want to try instant tea, 
which accounts for more than 
40 per cent of U.S. tea saies.

When it’s 25 degrees outside, 
it’s 75 degrees inside — no 
heater needed.

Carter’s request for a 65-degree 
reading we would use more 
energy because we would have 
to kick on the air conditioning 
system ," said Julian Darden, 
one of the designers of the 
energy-efficient building at the 
Exxon Chemical Co. here. 
The four-story, brick and con- 
crete-block 
structure 
was 
a 
product 
of 
the 
1973 
energy 
crunch — designed to stop w as­ 
ting gas and electricity. 
To passers-by, it looks about 
like any other building, except 
for the lack of windows. But in­ 
side 
300 
employes 
work 
in 
shirtsleeves, warmed by a com ­ 
bination of body heat and or­ 
dinary flourescent lighting. 
The secret is insulation and 
lack of glass. It’s a technique 
used supplementally in many 
office 
buildings 
around 
the 
country these days, but the Ex­ 
xon building is one of the first 
specially designed to get most 
of its heat from people and 
lights. 
Darden, a project engineer 
for Exxon, said the building is 
constructed of conventional m a­ 
terials at a co6t no higher tnan 
an ordinary building with win­ 
dows. 
The only windows in the E x­ 
xon building are two tall, nar­ 
row, four-story openings, near 
coffee urns and soft drink m a­ 
chines 
"We have them mostly for 
psychological 
reasons,” 
said 
Darden "Employes like to see 
a few birds now and then.” 


The lights are directly over 
desks, so there is no waste in 
illuminating dark corridors and 
corners. 
"We do have a standby heat­ 
ing system in case the tem ­ 
perature falls below 20 degrees 
outside,” Darden said. "Steam 
coils are located in the ceilings. 
They kicked on about two or 
three times during January. 
“We have an air-conditioning 
system , but when the tem pera­ 
ture gets too cool, the air flow 
stops temporarily. Many con­ 
ventional system s have a con­ 
stant flow of air, and when the 
temperature is too cool, the air 
is heated to bring the tem pera­ 
ture back to the desired read­ 
ing.

makeup from the inside out: 
Sheetrock walls, hollow con­ 
crete blocks, a layer of glue 
serving as a moisture shield, 
and finally, the outside brick 
wall. The roof is flat, of asphalt 
and gravel.

SACRAMENTO 
(AP) — If 
you think snow from the East 
might 
solve 
the 
California 
drought — well, forget it. 
In case you were wondering 
— and apparently lot of you are 
— it would take 182 million car­ 
loads of water or tightly packed 
snow to make up for drought 
stricken 
California’s 
water 
shortage, which now stands at 
a staggering 2.3 trillion gallons 
If that 182 million-car train 
were linked together and if it 
were traveling 50 m iles per 
hour, it would take the train 
nearly four years to pass any 
single spot on the rail line 
That's the word from the 
state Department of Water Re­ 
sources, which has been receiv­ 
ing numerous phone calls and 
letters suggesting snow from 
outside the state could solve the 
drought problem 
Don Engdahl, a department 
planner, says that the number 
of railroad cars needed to m ove 
the snow is only part of the 


problem. Here are a few other 
obstacles he mentions 
—If the snow 
were being 
hauled 
2,000 
m iles, 
for 
ex­ 
ample. it would require 77 bil­ 
lion gallons of fuel oil to move 
the cars to California 
- The tab for train trans­ 
portation would be $437 billion, 
based 
on 
average 
railroad 
costs, and truck transportation 
would cost about four tim es 
that much. 
— If all the exulting tank and 
open train cars in the country 
were put to the job of moving 
this snow, it would mean each 
of them would have to make 
500 roundtrips to deliver the 
water. 
Engdahl added: “ In the right 
circumstances, involving short 
distances and crucial needs, 
this 
kind 
of 
transportation 
might be feasible 
But given 
the magnitude of the California 
problems and the distance in­ 
volved, it would be a stagger­ 
ing problem. ’’

Missouri, he says, is from about 
the middle of March to early 
June as wind patterns, shifting 
with spring, bring warm moist 
air up from the Gulf of Mexico, 
to collide with colder air from 
the Arctic. 


Greene urges everyone to 
become familiar with the terms 
“tornado watch” and “tornado 
warning”. A 
tornado watch 
means that atmospheric con­ 
ditions are such that a tornado 
could develop. When you hear a 
tornado watch on the radio or 
television, Greene says, you 
may continue with what you are 
doing, but keep an eye on the sky 
for approaching storms, and 
listen 
carefully 
for 
further 
weather information 


When a tornado warning is 
disseminated, it means that a 
tornado has been sighted on 
radar or by a qualified observer 
and that appropriate protective 
action should be taken im­ 
mediately. When you hear a 
tornado warning, you may have 
only seconds to act, Greene 


says. 
According to Greene, the old 
fashioned storm cellar is the 
best shelter from a tornado A 
basement makes a good shelter. 
If no basement is available, he 
says, a small room such as a 
bathroom or closet can be used 
as a shelter. 
If you are caught outside, 
crouch in a ditch or other low 
place. Don’t take shelter under a 
tree. Trees attract lightning and 
lightning 
kills 
more 
people 
every 
year 
than tornadoes. 
Greene says, never try to ride a 
tornado out in your car. Tor­ 
nadoes can tumble cars and 
trucks about like toys. 
Greene says Civil Defense and 
the National Weather Service 
will conduct a state-wide tor­ 
nado warning test on March 9, at 
10:15 A.M. He urges all citizens 
to participate in the test by 
going 
to a predeterm ined 
shelter. 
"Time yourself as you go to 
shelter,” he says, "so that you 
will know how much time you 
would need to get to safety in a 
real emergency". 
‘‘We 
have 
detailed 
in­ 
formation on tornado safety,” 
Greene says, “If you need it, 
just get in touch with the Civil 
Defense Office".

NEW YORK (AP) — Anyone 
who has ever been denied a 
mortgage loan — from the city 
dweller to the farmer — has a 
powerful new way to check 
whether the bank turned the 
loan down unfairly. 
For years banks have been 
accused of redlining — denying 
mortgages in declining neigh­ 
borhoods, thus hastening the 
area’s decay. 
Under the federal Home Loan 
Mortgage Disclosure Act, banks 
are compelled to disclose where 
their mortgage money is going. 
The first disclosure reports 
had to be made public last 
Sept. 30. Local activist groups 
that fought for the law now re­ 
port some successes but also 
some problems in using the 
new data 
The New Jersey Citizen Ac­ 
tion Alliance, for instance, is 
gathering information from 100 
banks in Newark, Jersey City, 
Paterson and Elizabeth. The 
group believes it will be able to 
document how much money is 
being invested by local banks 
outside the areas where their 
depositors live. 
The National Center for Ur­ 
ban Ethnic Affairs in Washing­ 
ton and the Chicago-based Na­ 
tional Training and Information 
Center are assisting scores of 
neighborhood groups across the 
country in deciphering the in­ 
formation and taking organized 
action.

The Chicago group estim ates 
that at least 50 groups in cities, 
suburbs and a few rural areas 
are trying to use the new lend­ 
ing data.

Nuclear-industrial secret 
passing arrests reported 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sev­ 
eral Indian officials suspected 
of passing nuclear and industri­ 
al secrets to foreigners are un­ 
der arrest in their own country, 
and one source says Americans 
may be involved. 
U.S. embassy officers in New 
Delhi and State Department of­ 
ficials here declined all com­ 
ment, citing President Carter's 
statement last week that the 
administration will not discuss 
live security issues. 
Foreigners involved in the 
case were not identified, but 
one Indian source said, "Prob­ 
ably they are Americans.” 
The Indian officials were ar­ 
rested in early February and 
have been undergoing weeks of 
intensive interrogation, sources 
say. There was no official an­ 
nouncement from the New Del­ 
hi government about the ar­ 
rests, 
First sketchy accounts about 
the discovery of an espionage 
network were confirmed Mon­ 
day when India’s national news 
agency. 
Samachar, 
reported 
the arrests of some senior civil 
servants. The news agency in­ 
dicated the officials were being 
held for passing economic in­ 
telligence to foreigners 
One newspaper, the Indian 
Express, reported that two for­ 
eigners — presumably diplo­ 
matic spies — had been ex­ 
pelled from India as a result of 
what the paper said was "one 
of the biggest ever espionage 
cases" to hit the country. 
The Indian government did 
not identify the two who were 
expelled and U.S. officials re­ 
fused comment when asked if 
they were Americans. 
Those arrested by the Indian 
Intelligence Bureau were said 
to include a senior assistant to 
Foreign Minister Y. B Chavan, 
who had access to top-secret 
documents; one senior and two 
lower-ranking members of the 
State 
Planning 
Commission, 
and other personnel familiar 
with Indian industrial, econom­ 


ic and state planning programs. 
The Indian sources said they 
knew some of the subjects by 
name but declined to identify 
them because, as far as the 
sources knew, no charges have 
yet been lodged against them. 
There is no clear-cut evi­ 
dence from information avail­ 
able here that the espionage 
system under investigation con­ 
cerns only 
nuclear matters. 
And 
Indian 
newspapers are 


suggesting that the spying oper­ 
ation had to do mainly with the 
country’s iron and steel in­ 
dustry. 


But knowledgeable experts 
here cast doubt on that, noting 
that no major foreign power 
needs to know much about In­ 
dia’s potential in the iron and 
steel industry, while its nuclear 
technology is the subject of a 
great deal of interest.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres 
ident Carter today sent Con­ 
gress his proposal to create a 
Department of Energy, com­ 
bining all or part of at least

The proposed new depart­ 
ment would have a budget of 
more than $10.6 billion in fiscal 
1978. 
Carter’s bill would abolish as 
independent agencies the Fed­ 
eral Energy Administration — 
FEA — the Energy Research 
and 
Development 
Adminis­ 
tration — ERDA — and the 
Federal Power Commission — 
FPC. 
And in an unusual arrange­ 
ment, it would divide responsi­ 
bility for the leasing and man­ 
agement of offshore oil and nat­ 
ural gas areas between the new 
department and the Depart­ 
ment of Interior which now has 
that responsibility. 
The 
proposal 
would 
also 
place in the new energy depart­ 
ment Interior’s regional elec­ 
tric power marketing programs 
and the Bureau of Mines fuels 
data program; control over the 
rate of exploration of the Naval 
Petroleum Reserve in Alaska, 
an area to be managed by Inte­ 
rior; and jurisdiction over pet­ 
roleum reserves in California 
and Wyoming and oil shale re­ 
serves in Colorado and Utah, 
now under the authority of the 
Defense Department.

‘Rochester\ dies 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Ed­ 
die “ Rochester" Anderson, the 
man who portrayed the brash 
valet,

the late Jack Benny, is dead at 
71. 
A spokesman for the Motion 
Picture

Hospital said Anderson died 
Monday of congestive heart 
failure. He had been a patient 
at the hospital since Dec. 17. 
Anderson, 
famous 
for 
the 
line, ‘‘What’s that, boss'’ " was 
first hired to play a porter on a 
1937 Benny radio show about a 
train trip. 
"Eddie was a riot on that 
show,” Benny recalled in an in­ 
terview. "We got so much mail 
I decided to make him a regu­ 
lar, which I did after the sum ­ 
mer.” 
Anderson said Benny came 
up with the name Roriiester, 
but Benny couldn’t recall how 
the name originated. He said 
he just knew it was the right 
one 
"When I’d get mad and shout 
‘Rochester!’ it had a really 
good ring to it,” Benny said, 
Anderson was born Sept. 18. 
1905, in Oakland, Calif His fa­ 
ther, Big Ed Anderson, was a 
minstrel performer His moth­ 
er, Ella Mae, was a circus 
tightrope walker until a fall 
ended her career 
Anderson is survived by his 
former wife, Eva; daughters 
Stephanie and Evangela. and a 
son, Edmond.

In his message to Congress, 
Carter said his reorganization 
proposal would offer these ad­ 
vantages: 
—It would abolish the FEA, 
ERDA and the FPC. "three 
agencies whose missions over­ 
lap and sometimes conflict, and 
whose specialized perspectives 
have impeded progress toward 
a unified energy policy.” 
—It would allow matching 
federal research and develop­ 
ment 
programs 
to 
over-all 
energy- policies and needs. Car­ 
ter said this is especially im­ 
portant for development of so­ 
lar power 
—It would speed the develop­ 
ment of effective energy con­ 
servation by combining pro­ 
grams. 
—It would lodge m one agen­ 
cy the powers to regulate fuel 
and fuel distribution systems 
now shared by the FEA, the 
FPC, the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission and the In­ 
terstate Commerce 
Commis­ 
sion. 
—Under the legislation, the 
secretary of interior and secre­ 
tary of energy would hold joint 
responsibility for the leasing of 
federally owned onshore and 
offshore energy resources. 
The energy secretary would 
establish long-term production 
goals in consultation with the 
interior secretary, 
with dis- 


agreements to be decided by 
the President. 
The energy secretary would 
regulate bidding system s eligi­ 
bility for a lease, rates of pro­ 
duction and disposition of royal­ 
ties But the interior secretary 
would regulate land manage­ 
ment and conservation, lease 
sale schedules and environmen­ 
tal impact statements. 
While the interior secretary 
would 
issue the leases, 
the 
energy 
secretary 
would ap­ 
prove the specific terms of the 
lease. 
The interior secretary would 
retain 
the 
power to cancel 
leases, but should he refuse a 
cancellation after the energy 
secretary 
recommends it he 
must publish his reasons in the 
Federal Register. 


Should the energy secretary 
find any Interior Department 
actions "adverse to the respon­ 
sibilities” of the Energy De­ 
partment, 
a 
White 
House 
spokesman said the energy sec­ 
retary may refer the matter to 
the President for final decision. 


“ In order to further coordina­ 
tion and cooperation between 
the secretary of energy and the 
secretary of interior, a leasing 
liaison committee is established 
within 
the 
Energy 
Depart­ 
ment," the spokesman said. 


"The committee will be re­ 
sponsible for keeping the ener­ 
gy secretary fully informed at 
all stages of the leasing proc­ 
ess. and will serve as the ve­ 
hicle for the secretary of ener­ 
gy's recommendations to the 
Interior Department on matters 
relating to leasing.” 


According 
to congressional 
sources, this split responsibility 
represents a major compromise 
aimed at appeasing environ­ 
mentalists in Congress who had
